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Famous Imposters are a little known band,but probaly one 
of the best, from Sunderland.I've known the band for a 
number of years and when the band invited me to a recent 
rehersal 1 was quite interested to see how much they'd improved....oe 
eocoeesanyway it was a very enjoyable afternoon and afterwards over a 
warm pot of tea we decided to do an interview with the aim of getting 
the band much needed(amd deservedly s0)publicity: 


FIRST OF ALL COULD YOU GIVE US SOME BACKGROUND INFORMATION: 

ANTH: The bamd as sow were formed about six months ago but the band as Famous 
Imposters had been going for a number of years probaly as early as 1980 and 
we'we had a number of line up's amd musical directions.However the line up as 
now is very sttled with me and Tomt being the only original surviving members 
of the band,Teasa them came along and joined and the most recent member of F.I 
fis Amdy who was formeley in Barnsley anarchist/peace band Societies Vultures... 
ANDY:I came up to Sunderland a couple of months ago,l'd wrote to a number of 
people in the Sunderland/Newcastle area and i'd mever been to the North East 
umtil 1 came up with a few friends to the Alternative/BEALITY CONTROL/PSYCHO 
FACTION/BLOOD ROBOTS gig at the Station and i liked the area,what was going on, 
amd the people so i just decided to come up and 1 stayed with Russ until l 
found a flat and Famous Imposters needed a drummer so they approached me and 1 
liked what they were doing and they seem to be putting a very worthwhile message 
over in a different way and so here 1 am.However 1'd only been here a week and 
suceeded in getting mugged! 


WHAT SORT OF MESSAGE ARE YOU TRYING TO PUT ACROSS? 


ANTH: All the songs have different meanings,our lyrics cover a wide variety of 
subjects we dont just stick to one sort of thing a few things we do cover may 
seem a little typical but to us 1 think it is very important to speak out about 
them and sing about them,our songs mainly cover our views on racism,sexism, 
animal abuse and a deep condemnmation of war.The main thing 1 think we are 
trying to put across to people is the fact that you domt have to be a three 
chord thrash band to put a special message across.Although we respect Grass and 
the related bands,we are trying to move away from the 

Crass/Punk axis and 1 think you will find that very 

evident in our music which we feel is juat as 
important im communicating with people as are 
the lyrics.Like 1 know Orass and the bands 

im that vein are very sincere people but 1 
just feel that thrashing away at a tune

‘3 ag which means blind acceptance to leaders by the 
led.It is only by this method that people can be induced both to 
kill strangers with they have no quarrel and to expose themselves 
to slaughter.Examples of this are quite easy to find,ie the charge 
of the light brigade of the crimea where ome hundred and fifty 
seven were killed in one futile charge and what about the Somme in 
1916 with nineteen thousand dead in the first of ome hundred days. 


Nowhere is the hierachy of class more rigidly maintained than in the 
armed services:all human contact between ‘officers' and 'men' is 
avoided in order to keep the devide between the leaders and the led. 


The third component of militarism is the dehumanising of feeling.The 
soldier is essentially a machine for killing,maiming and destroying 
ordinary human emotions must not be allowed to interfere.Wether it is 
training soldiers to shoot at cut-out human figures, forbidding any 
repitition of the christmas 1914 truce in which soldiers of opposing 
armies sang and exchanged gifts with each other,or ordering the 
dropping of a bomb to wipe out a whole city in one blinding flash,one 


must be indoctrinated mever to think of the 'enemy' as real people 
like oneself or like youre own children, parents,lover, friends,etc. 
Militarism starts early in life-from lead soldiers to action men (got 
the new Falklands S.A.S man uniform?),from pistols to life(or death) 
sizw bazookas,from comics to sophisticated war games,children in 
general,and ea in particular are subjected to military influence, 
Cadet forces are still compulsory in some sick schools-these provide 
military training,including the use of arms at a highly impressionable 
age with subsidies from public funds for clothing,equipment and camps 
wich are available to mo other youth organisations. 
For those who manage to evade the cadet forces there are all the fairs 
and exhibitions which are thought not to be complete unless one or more 
of the armed forces are there to demonstrate the delights of death and 
destruction to young an audience as possible, goody-

perpetrated in their name;that justifies increases in military spending by 
chtting down on health, Peels services and education. 
It is in the hope that most people can be fooled by these myths most of the time 
that militarism is officially advanced in all walks of life. Wether it is a 
general on a company board,an admiral as a patron of a charity,young men are 
encouraged to gain executive experience by service as army officers,also theres 
weapon programmes funded under the guise of scientific research,freedom of towns gm 
awarded to regiments,preferential terms offered to ex-servicemen....there are a 
countless examples of precedence given to the armed forces.How often is some 
local civic ceremony accomplished without at least a military band to encourage 
the belief that soldiering is really quite jolly.Even on rememberance day the 
gun salutes and military parades belie the token expressions of sorrow and say, 
in effect,"we are waiting only for the next war once more to kill or to be 
killed".

fF Overlooked.Boys may be more susceptible to war toys and men may suffer more

makes the continuance of war possible.In these days of total war the particular 
role played by either sex becomes less relevant, 

these are merely some examples of the way in which our society not merely justifi 
-es but exalts military force.in campaigning against militarism we are chalenging 
the people who use the 'just war' theory-that war is sometimes the lesser of two 
evils,to admit the implication that if war is thus evil,we have no business to be 
oroud of its men and machines.

Every year in Britain we scramble, boil,fry,and poach eggs;160 million 
eges.The average family of four crack open I6 per week.But few people 
nowadays buy their eggs from farms.Most come from super markets,or 
butchers,shops,ready wrapped in crackly plastic six-boxes and its a fairly 
safe bet that the only chickens many urban ege eaters ever see are plucked 
clean and served hot on dinner plates. 

The consumer society has largely succeeded in taking the chicken 
out of eggs,in isolating the feathered producer from her product so that 
the egg buying public easily forgets there's a squawking hen behind every 
ege they eat.But for all its wonders,modern progress has not severed the 
connection completely,and as the demand for eggs has risen in recent years 
so the care of laving birds has undergone a drastic change.It is a revo~ 
lution of method ushered in, its proponents claim,by:economic necessity 
but it is one which raises disturbing moral questions about humans rights 
over fellow creatures and also one about which British egg eaters remain 
either completely ignorant or blithely indifferent. 

Laying chickens,until the 1950's lived almost entirely on"free range" 
farms.Thev were kept in the open air runs,pecking the ground,scratching 
for food,running free and living very muchas nature intended.Todays 
adverts for 'Yarm Fresh' eggs make believe that modern chickens are living 
in equally idyllic a manner and might in some measure account for the 
public apathy that surrounds the welfare of modern laying poultry.3ut 
'Factory Fresh! would be nearer the truth,as most of Britains laying 
flock is now housed indoors,caged up in intensive production units. 

THE BATTERY EXPLOSION 

The battery chicken has risen astonishingly quickly.By 1967 only one 
in 16 of the nations laying hens were still free range.Today 94% of all 
laying hens are housed in batteries,dimly lit,long huts containing two 
-40,000 chickens in small cages.THeir whole life is regulated,from the 
ammount of space between the cage bars to the length of day and ammount 
of food automaticfeeders dispense into troughs. Meanwhile,apparently 
oblivious to these controversial changes, the British public eat more 
ezzs than ever.But there is a growing feeling that factory farming is 
cruel and unethical and should be abolished. 

Battery chickens never see daylight.They are reared indoors in 
Belsen like prisons.when they reach about I8 weeks old,they move into 
acage for the rest of their very short lives (I6 months) .U
